‘elves, or have been born here of alien parents. Planted in the centre of a 
lorelgn population strange to our habits and customs, the Jews’ Ir 
Schoo] 13 rearing a new veneration of Jews and Jewesses, who shall be 
thorough!y in line with English ideas, and who by means of the edueation 
given within its walls will be well equipped for the str.zgle of life and have 
better chances than their parents for raising themselves from a state 
of panperism, No rreater tribute eould be paid to the noble work 
ol the Free School than that contained in the last report of Mr, Aldis, the 
(rovernment Inspector, who wrote: “ The difficulties arising from poverty are 
well met by the benevolence of the managers ; the large foreign element nid 
the supervision of nearly fifty classes (Mr. Aldis is speaking of the boys’ 
school only) spread over a large area, render the work of the Head Master 
and the able Vice-Master most arduous, The results secured must be most 
gratifying to them and to their staff : but their best reward is to be found in 


ox oor and uniform interest taken by the scholars in their work throughout 
the school,” 


With such splendid testimony froma public official, it redounds little 
to the credit of the community that the Free School should be so badly 
supported as to have landed the Committee in a deficit of nearly £4,000, It 
will be news to many to learn that the annual enh criptions, the only 
trustworthy income of the institution (apart from the fanded property) as 
far as the Jewish public is concerned, do not exceed Were 
it not, therefore, mainly for the generous benefactions of deceased friends of the 
school and for the earnings of the pupils themselves in the shape of the Govern- 
nent grant, the school would long aco have had to close its doors for want of 
funds, The Committee, to whom the management of so vast an estak- 
lishment is-no sinecure, have at least the right to demand that they should 
be relieved from the anxiety whiea is ocen ioned by the insufficiency of the 
resourees at their command, lt isto be hoped that Lord Rothschild’s appeal 
will not alone result in the raising of-the sum required to mect the working 
OXPGUSC: lor the year, hut 11) the acquisition of a larve number of annual 
subscribers. The duty of subseribing should be religiously performed by the 
entire body of Jews in ‘this metropolis, but particularly by that numerous 
and well-to-lo foreign section which unhappily does not bear its share of the 
communal burdens, and which under the peculiar circumstances of the Jews’ 
Free School should be foremost in the maintenance of the institution.

We referred last week to a case which forcibly ustrated the necessity 
of an orvanisation like the Jewish Ladies’ Association. This Association 
has succeeded in obtaining the conviction of two men who by trickery and 
falsehood had robbed a young foreign girl and left her destitute and unpro- 
tected. “The case is, unfortunately, a typical one. It is only too common an 
occurrence for girls to be decoyed here from Russia and other countries on 
alse pretences, and then to be led to rnin. It is easy and unspeakably sad 
to realise what would have been the fate of the young and unprotected girl 
inorant even of the language of the strange city in which she 
found. herself; alone save for the man weo had persuaded her by false 
promises to leave her home and would have ruined her body and soul. There 
can be no donbt that the sewish Ladies” Association which came to her rescue 
is domg a work so useful that it deserves the gratitude and support of the 
community. Many another girl has been saved from ruin by the energetic 
measures the Association has taken to help her on herarrival. And, seeing 
how iinpossible it is that the best directed philanthropic efforts can cope with 
every case, the Committee have tried to get nearer to the roots of the evil by 
endeavouring to make known abroad the dangers that beset young friendless 
grirls im London. They have begved the Rabbis of the different towns todo 
all in their power to deter such young women fiom coming here. 


The community at large might assist the noble band of ladies who are 
striving so devotedly to save their sisters by making it known far and wide 
that the duty of those im authority is to impress clearly on all young foreign 
girls the perils to which they would certainly be exposed on coming. to 
Mngland -unless they have friends able and willing to receive and shelter 
them. And yet whilst, with every precaution taken, we can still not hope 
entirely to check this species ol Hnmigration, Wwe must welcome the mviction 
of the heh the case to which we have referred, becanse it is likely 
act as a wholesome deterrent upon the unscrupulous sharks of the Nast 
whe find an easy prey in the unsuspecting foreigner, and especially in 
foreigners of the female sex, Llitherto the miscreants have been plying their 
nefarious trade without let or hindrance. Now that they discover that. the 
arm of the law is long enough to reach them, it may well be expected that 
fear will induce some of them at any rate to desist from their malpractices. 
As we stated last week, the proprietor of a lodging-house for immi- 
grants at the East End, impressed by the recent disclosures at the Old 
Bailey, has voluntarily given up tothe Ladies’ Association a young Russian 
girl who has lately arrived in this country. 


Jewish ideas on sanitation have received another remarkable testimony, 
Several of the London cemeteries, particularly those in the East Ind, are 
scandalously overcrowded, and the subject has been severely commented upon 
in the press. Respect for the dead as much as regard tor the health of the 
living has eansed the Jews to adopt the law that not more than one 
body—whether adult or infant—shall be buried in a grave. Whe the 
question of intra-mural burial grounds engaged the attention of Parliament 
nearly half a century ago, the Jewish system of burial with its, plain deal 
coffins and one b dy graves, was specially mentioned as being the best 
earth to earth system. It is yet regarded with much favour by those who 
look with horror upon the piling up of bodies—fourteen and sixteen in a 
grave—that takes place in some of the Metropolitan Cemeteries. 


In the current number of Good Words, Mr. Gladstone discourses on 
“ The Office and Work of the Old Testament.” He thinks that the Old 
Testament presents a marked contrast to the other great religious books of 
the world in its great breadth. It d vals with the Adamic race as a whole: 
unlike the codes of Confucius and Zoroaster, for example, it does not consist 
merely of a system of morals or legislation, but * purports to disclose a close 
and continuing superintendence from on high over human affairs.” The 
Office and Work of the Old Testament, according to Mr. Gladstone, is the 
exhibition of the results of the Divine discipline, imposed upon 
Israel. The object of that discipline, in turn, was the preservation 
of the belief in one God and of the idea of Sin. Only Israel was 
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adapted by reason of its “masculine pertinacity and persistency” to “hold over” 
these conceptions until the time when a complete revelation of them should 
be made to the world in the person and doctrine of Jesus, Thus Mr. Glad- 
stone clings to the orthodox Christian view, according to which the election 
of Israel was merely the preparation for the advent of Christianity, and the 
Old Testament simply an introduction to the Gospels, He rejects the 
notion that the Israelites were selected by reason of any moral excellence 
that they possessed, Ile cannot discern their superiority over the Creeks 
of the Homeric Age, for example. He cites various incidents trom the 
historical hooks of the ible which tend to establish the moral degradation 
of ancient Israel, and he asks whether the Odyssey or the Iliad vives 
illustrations of similar debasement. Dat lie overlooks the fact that in 
almost every case where examples of immorality are given in the Old 
Testament they are evidently cited as warnings, and as being in direct con- 
Hict with the national consciousness generally, ‘Thus the story of the concubine 
ot Gibeah, which Mr. Gladstone quotes among others, has for one of its 
prominent features the indignation which the central incident aroused 
throughout the length and breadth of Palestine.

If it be true, as Mr. Gladstone holds in common with other orthodox 
Christians, that the selection of Israel as the chosen race had for its main 
object the conservation of that bel ef in the Divine Unity which was to pave 
the way for the fuller revelation through Jesus, how is it that the Jews still 
SlIrvive, and, to use M Giadstone’s owt words, “till “SUPpass every other people 
upon earth” in the tenacity with which they cling to that characteristic belief ? 
Assuming the Christian theory to be true, common sense would lead us to 
suppose that the Advent would have made Judaism superfluous, and ‘that 


. Israel ought to have faded away like a paie star before the glorious upr sing 


of the Sun of Righteousness, Yet nothing of the kind has occurred, The 
Jews are more numerous to-day than they have been for centuries, nor do 
they show the slightest indication of exchanging any of their traditional 
beliefs for the essential doctrines at Christianity, On the contrary thie 
approximation has come from the Opposite direction, It cannot possibly he 
denied that the tendency among thoughtful Christians at the present day is 
towards attenuating the divine character of Jesus, and the adoption of that 
simpler conception of the Divine Unity which the Jew has cherished for ages, 
Mr, Gladstone is on the horns of a dilemma. The survival of the Jew proves 
either that Christianity lias fatled in its chief purpose, and is therefore not 
divine, or that it was never intended to. supersede Judaism, Hither alterna- 
tive is fatal to Mr. Gladstone's argument. 


M. Jules Simon, in one of his daily letters to the Temps, touches on 
the question of making Sunday a universal day of rest. He is strongly in 
favour of one and the same day being kept as the Sabbath throuvhout the 
world. But he admits that there are objections to such a plan, and in 
particular he cites the position of the Jews in the matter.. “Can you forget,” 
he asks, “ that the Jews also have their day of rest, and that this day is 
Saturday ? Yet, you would oblige them to rest on Sunday, It would not be 
more absurd to ¢ mnipel them to vo to mass,” These tolerant vir Ws are what 
might have been expected from the distinguished statesman and philosopher, 
who some months ago wrote so strongly against the persecution of Jews by 
Christians, 


The June number of Puli Lore, which is becoming a most adimirable 

review under the cuidance al Mr. Joseph dacoba, contain a vainabie Chip 
from Mr. Schechters work-shop. It is a rabbinic parallel to-a story of 
Grimm, and «is taken from a Ll4th century Yemen MS. of the Wiidrash 
Haggadel which Mr. Schechter is now preparing to edit. ‘The story brietly 
summarised is as follows. A Jew and a Gentile were walking towether and 
disputed as to the merits of their respective religions, They appealed to Satan 
who appearet fret as an old man, and he decided in favour of the Gentile, 
then as a youtn, again giving the same decision. The Gentile having won 
the wager received all the money of the Jew who, greatly tronbled, massed 
the night im a ruin. Llere the Jew overhears the conversation of three 
demons ; one tells gleefully how he had cheated the Jew : another how he 
had procured the illness of the iiperor’s daughter, at the same time tedli, (J 
the reime/y which the Jew naturally hears; the third demon tells of a droucht 
he had produced in a certain land and how the springs may be reopened, 
The Jew proceeds in the morning to the Emperor's court and heals the 
Princess, and then journeys to the land where the waters were stopped and 
shows them how to obtain water. For both services he is richly rewarded, 
and again meets his Gentile companion. When the latter heard everything, 
he too spent a night in the ruin but the demons came and killed him. This 
story, which ‘is evidently a variant of Grimm's Two Travellers” ia probably 
unique in -ewish Midrashie literature, and we trust that Mr. Schechter has 
many another such contribution to make to the study of comparative lolk- 
Lore. 


The cordial reception offered to the first part «f the new edition of 
Whiston’s Engiish trans!ation of Josephus, has Jed the editor and publshers 
to complete the work with commendable promptitude. There can le no 
question that Mr. Shilleto has supplied the public with a long needed book 
and the sale should be very extensive, The same excellent qualities that we 
pointed out in the first three volumes also distinguish the remaining two. 
The Jewish War is itideed a less able and finished work than the An/ Guities 

Josephus had not yet acquired all his facility and grace when writing bis 
earlier york. But his reply to the calumnies of Apion remains one of the

I have, however, to remark that the time given for the beginning of the Sabbath 
during the months of June and July seems to be half an hour too early, the sun 
setting for instance this Friday (6th June) at 5:10, yet the Synagogue Service j, 
fixed at 7 o'clock. 

Being aware of this fact, it shoul! be considered that according to our ritual 
law the members of the whole Jewish community are prohibited from doing any 
kind of work after the Sabbath has been sanctified in the Synagogue by the recitg) 
of Psalm 92. We ought, therefore, not to appoint the time for Friday evening 
services before half-past soren Curing June and July.

In 1837 he passed the examination for the Mathematical Tripos as 
second wrangler in‘ Grriftin’s year, but was precluded by his Jewish origin froin 
actually taking his degree or competing for vither of the Smith’s Prizes.

The report of the Executive Committee was read. The following is an abstract: 
BRANCHES.—Remittanc 8 were received from Birmingham, Bradford,Cambridge, 
Cardiff, Edinburgh, Glasgow, Leicester, Liverpool, Newcastle, Plymouth and 
Sheffield. 

BAGDAD,—A confidential despatch from the British Consul-General at Bagdad 
relating to complaints madeon behalf of the Jews in that towa was forwarded by 
the Foreign Office, 

Morocco.—-A telegram was received from Tangier asking for relief in favour 
of hundreds of Jewish families who were without shelter ia consequence of recent 
Hoods at Sefrou, As it appeared, however, from a Reuter’s Telegram that the 
Sultan and the principal Jews in Fez had sent rélief, the Executive Committee did 
not deem it necessary to appeal tothe Jewish public in London for assistance. 
PERS! A.—Letters were forwarded by Sir Julian Goldsmid and by Sir Albert 
Sassoon to Sir Henry Drauimond Wolff, the British Minister in Teheran, and by Sir 
Albert also to the British Agent at Ispahan, invoking their continued sympathy for 
the Jews at [spahan and those in Persia gener silly. The writers cordially recognised 
the humane andenilightened policy of the Shah, which was loyally carried out by 
his son, the Prince Zil us Sultan, to protect all his subjects without distinction of 
creed, but they pointed ont that the fanaticism of individual religious leaders at 
times excited the poor and ignorant population to oppress those differing from them 
in belief. 

SCHOOLS, —The Assoolation waa spplied to trom Ba road tO assiatin the expenses 
of re pairing the school satan estimated cost of £575. Sir Albert Sassoon. who pre- 
sented the building to the community, had promised. to contribute. The corres- 
pondence was being continued.—The annual report of the Beni Israel School at 
Bombay, attended by 151 boys and 1 yirls, contained the following abstract of the 
Government Inspector's report : The present school is airy, well lighted and com- 
modious, The discipline of the pupils 1 satisfactory, and the registers are neatly 
and correctly kept. The teaching staff is competent and adequate. I was much 
pleased with the needlework of the girls avd the gymnastic performances of the 
boys. Theschools have, lam glad to report, kept up their efficiency in every way. 
and Mr. Haeem, the Secretary of the Committee, deserves great credit for his kind 
and able gupervision.—Letters' were forwarded by Mr. Sidney Churchill, of: the 
British Legation in Teheran, aud from a representative of the Jewisn Community 
in that city, with regard to the contemplated establishment of a Jewish school. Mr. 
Churchill stated that at the outset French and English masters would be wholly 
unnecessary. 

Mr. B. Kiscu moved, and Mr. A. G. Henrtoves (who said the success of the 
dinner was eminently due to the President), seconded, that votes of thanks be 
passed to Sir Julian Goldsmid, to Messrs. Felix A. Davis and Delissa Joseph, Hono- 
rary Secretaries of the Dinner Committee, and to the Stewards for their respective 
services in connection with the recent dinner. 

The letter from the Foreign Office relative to Jewish affairs in Bagdad was 
referred to the Conjoint Committee of the Association and the Board of Deputies, 
together with a recommendation that a letter of thanks should, through the mediam 
of the Foreign Secretary, be sent to Mr. Dickson, British Consnl at Damascus, for 
his humane attitude (under circumstances already reported in the Jewish Chronicle) 
when the Jews were in danger owing to the revival of the blood accusation, 

On-the recommendation of the Executive Committee, a vote of thanks was 
passed to Sir Albert Sassoon for his letters to Sir Henry Drummond Wolff and the 
British Agent at Ispehan. 

Mr. H, H. Couirys, reporting on the quality of articles wade in the Jerusalem 
achool and exhibited at the recent Cinner, said that the free-hand drawing dis- 
played an artistic ability which, he had thought, was dormant in the Jewish race. The 
Anglo-Jewish Association had done good work in sending Mr. John Price as 
technical instructor to the Jerusalem School, and the time and money bestowed on 
that school by Mr, F. D. Mocatta had uot been thrown away, 

It was resolved to apply to a Committee in Paris for space to exhibit some of 
the articles from Jerusalem at the Freneh Exhibition in London. 

The Council voted subventious of £75 to the schools at Sofia, and £20 to the 
Loebel School in Bucharest. 

The draft of the Annual Report was taken into consideration and, subject to 
final revision, was adopted, and ordered to be printed and circulated. 

The Annual Meeting of the Association was fixed for Sunday, June 29th, 

The meeting concluded with a vote of thanks to the Chairman. 


BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 

The report of the Session 1889-1892 of the Board of Deputies, has been issued 
The varied character of the subjects treated in the report fully justifies the assump- 
tion with which it opens, that the year’s work affords evidence of a vigilant solici- 
tude as to communa! affaires and satisfactory progressin the severa! fields of the 
Board’s operations. The most important achievement of the Board, in reality of 
Mr. Lewis Emanuel, its zealous aad able Solicitor and Secretary, has been the 
arrangement with the Managers of the East London Industrial School at Lewisham, 
for the grouping in chat institution of all Jewish lads committed to Industrial 
Schools. 

In consequence of representations made by the Board to the Delegacy of the 
Oxford Local Examinations, that body has adopted special relaxations of its 
code in favoar of Jewish candidates. ‘The Board, through its Law and Parlia- 
mentary Committee consitfered mauy Bills introducei into Parliament, the title or 
object and scope of which might imply that the measures would affect Jewish in- 
terests, In conjunction with the Anglo-Jewish Association, the Board gave its 
attention to cases of oppression of Jews in Persia, Morocco, and at Bagdad, 

The Triennial Election in May, 188, resulted in the return of 48 Deputies, a 
larger number than had been elected for many years. 2) were appointed by 14 
Metropolitan Synagogues, and 19 are representatives of 1! Provincial Synagogues. 
A tabulated statement appended to the report gives the number of seatholders in 
{5 Provincial Synagogues as 2,508, in 19 London Synagogues 4,458, and in four 
Synagogues in Ireland and Scotland 2s. In the tw») last-named countries there 
were in 1889, 14 marriages and 40 deaths; in the provinces, 2/4 marriages and 
556 deaths ; and in London 1,333 deaths and 615 marriages,

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THE COLONIZATION OF PALESTINE. 
. 

Long before nine o'clock, the hour announced for the meeting on Saturday 
evening last, of the Society for the Colonization of Palestine, at the Jewish Work- 
ing Men's Club, in Great Alie Street, an immense crowd had assembled and the 
doors of the hall of the club were literally besieged. ‘The whole width of the 
thoroughfare was filled with a gesticulating, excited, and demonstrative crowd of 
foreigners, who carried on an esergetic criticism of the Society in nearly every 
language spoken. The aid of the police was requisitioned to keep back the press- 
ing mass ot people, aud when the doors were opened an ugly rush was made for 
entry. Mr. Joseru Sepac Monrerioke, who was announced to preside, was 
already in the chair, and he viewed the great imrash of auditors with pleasurable 
aurprise. The hall was densely crowded, handreds being unable to gain admut- 
tance. It was gometime before silence could be obtained, acd when the Chairman 
rose he was greeted with loud applause. 

Mr. SEBAG Monrerior#® expressed his gratitude for the high honour which 
had been conferred upon him by nis boing asked to preside at such a meeting, and 
his unexpected pleasure and gratification at the vast number which bad assembled 
there. it was usnally the duty of a chairman to explain fully the objects of the 
meeting, and to bring before it certain resolutions embodyins those objects, He 
was in a position of extreme difficulty. inasmuch as he was not well acquainted with 
the ramifications and constitution of the holy institution in whose interests they 
were that evening called together. He wished to give an explanation of the cir- 
cumstances of bis presiding over that enthusiastic, that glorious, that immense 
meeting. All I+rael are brethren, and that was proved by their presence there that 
evening in a great cause, prompted by that spirit which binds all Isreel tojrether, 
cives them one pulse, aud makes them, as it were, one vast regiment. (| heers. ) 
He explained tha. three gentlemen had called upon him as a deputation from tie 
Society, and requested him for the sake of that Jerusalem, that holy Zion, dear to 
every Jew, to presidy and aivocate the cause—a cause of which no one need be 
ashamed which that excellent Society was trying to promote. It was with extreme 
reluctance, however, that he had consented to preside, although the eorneat zeal 
and persistent pledge of tLe deputation had gained bis entire symyrathy. .Mow 
could any one who 18 a Jew do ought but sympathise with them! (Obeere.) O81 
all the wifts left to him by his revered uncle, Sir Moses Montefiore—(Cimmense 
cheers) —he bad valued more thanali his jewels and diamonds the rpg he thea 
wore on hes r, an the stone of which) were engraved bis une es erest, anid one 
word—" Jerusalem.” (ilere a great disturbance aro-e ; men stood up on 
the seats, a ru-h was made from the entracee, and the cries fcr. order, 
the shouting of the Committers, and the gesticulstions of the officers 
on the platform added no little to the liveliness of the scene. This lasted fully 
ten minutes, acd when rilence was at length obtained, the Chairman continued his 
address).. He good humouredly attributed the interruption to that overflow of 
enthusiasm which appeared to animate them. While he would be happy to -o- 
operate with. them and to do all he could to further their cause, he yet thought 
that they might have selected a meaiber of the community with more influence and 
more able (No! No!) to preside. He certainly hesitated to acct pt the honour 
offered to him, but on reflection he did not feel justified ia taking upon himself the 
responsibility of chiJling their enthusiasm and reiarding their eager zeal by his 
reiusal, He bad, therefore, consented to take the chair, but he certainly could not 
help conlersing that wh n the deputati of the large number that they 
represested, he was not at all prepared for such a meeting as that. He deemed it 
would have been & great want of propriety of conduct and of fraternal fe: lng if 
he had refused. He chonght of the words of the proj} Det l<aiah, and nos in rebuke 
nor reproach he said to them: “ lorthesake of Zion | will not be quiet, for the 


sake ot Jerusalem | will not hoid my yjeace.”’ He had not forgotten. Jerusalem— 
(Chee rs)—but how could he co auyloing tor Zion, the love ter and devotion to 


which animated the breas's of our forefathers! It might be left to younger men. 
more sanguine, more enthusiastic, more active, Lf, however, he could ba of avy 
assistance, 80 long as he had lite and healta he would giadly offer his services on 
behalr of so creditable, so nodie an Institution. (Cheers.) Again pledzing himself 
to do whatever he could to promote its object«, he wished them “God speed” in 
their work and success to their undertaking. (Prolonged applause.) 

The SkcreTARY then read letters of apology from Messr. Benjamin L. Coben, 
Leopold de Rothschild, and from the Rev. S. Singer. The latter gentleman, in his 
communication, stated that although he hai had strosy opinions as to the feasibility 
of the acheme at first, later consideration had tended t» movify bis opinions. | 

Mr. Cowprk then announced, tirst in Judisch-ceutsch and then in English (the 
audience losisting upon tie former betmy yiveu first) toe financial eondition of 
the society.

The CHAIRMAN then called upon Mr, ALBERT FUNKELSTEIN, who, in a very 
earnest and eloquent widress detailed the main causes thas bad given ria+ ty the 
scheme of the society which briefly may be said to be the promotion of agriculture 
among Jewish emigrants trom Russia and Poland, and the ultimate colon wation of 
Palestine as an agricultural community of Jews. He detailed the acts of persecu- 
tion, the prejudice, the cruelty, and the legislative pr bibiuio.s, the military laws. 
which, he said, imposed upon tne Jews all the bardships and privitations of milit wy 
life equally with the Christian soldiers, but which barrea them from all promotion 
or advance, the rise of the Judenietze in Germany, and the various exceptional and 
arbitrary laws imposd in several of the Europ an countries against the civie 

liberties of the native Jews, all of which prompted emigration and sent their 
brethren to seek elsewhere, in treer and more tolerant cuuntries, that peace and 
liberty they so much craved for. ‘heir society was so insignificant and so obscure 
that their eiforts had been pooh-poched, and the idea of the colonization of Palestine 
was ridiculed. But they had no such pretensions, they merely express d ther 
adhesion toa principle and toan undertaking tha: might eventually tend to the 
colonization of the Holy Land. He spoke of the non-success of the colonies already 
formed which he attributed to the adherence of the colonists to the old rabcinical 
imposts and taxes, the shekel hakkadish, and to their stringent adhesion to the 
old-time laws. He mentioned the efforts of two celebrat-d men who in their day 
had endeavoured to kindle enthusiasm for Zion. Jchudah ilalevy, the Hebrew 
Spanish poet, who had said it was not enough to speak of Jorusaless, nor to mention 
her in our prayers, aud who endeavoured to kindie enthusiam in the young 
tion, and who depicted Jerusulem as a motver deserted oy her offsprine + aad in our 
own day, but with mere energy, Sir Moses Montefio-e (immense SPpiause ) 
whose whoie life read lke a romance, « wonderfal tile.

At such places where th re are no emy loyment offices. the duties incumbent on these 
will be carried out by the Commission ot Immigration. Every immigrant on giviog 
sufficient proof of his good conduct and fitness for any occnpation, useful art or 
trade, will b* entitled, on his arrival, to the following special privileges -—To 
be board “land lodged at the expense ofthe Nation during the time fixed helow. 
To bave employment given him in such calling or trade as there may be in the 
country, and which h» may! refer.

At sach places where there should not be any houses for 
the accommodatioa of immigrants, the respective Commis-ions will proceed to board 
end lodywe the same at public hotels or in other suitable ways. Immigrant will be 
entitled to suitable board and lodging, at the expense of the Nation. for five davs 
after landing. In case of serious illness, which should render it impossible 
for them to remove tJ another habitation, as the expiration of tne said 
five days, the expense of the succeeding board and lodging will continue 
to be met by the State so long ase the said illness continues. 
Except in such cases, the continuance of immigrants at the depot for more than 
five days will be at their own expense, at th» rate of two shillings a day [0° 
every person more than eight years old, and one shilling for every child below 
that age. The regulations contained in the preceding articles do not ines 
imimiyrants having contracts with Government in conn:ction with the colons 
All such will be entitled to board and lodging, free of charge, antil transported 0 
their destination. The Employment Bureaux, or the Immigration Commis” 
in their steaj, will use their best endeavour to provide immigrants wo 
employment in such art, trade or calling as they may prefer.

AUSTRIA—HUNGARY. 


On the first day of Penteco-t, forty-five years elapsed since Dr. Jellinek. the 
distinguished Rabbi-Preacher in Vienna, delivered his first sermon. ‘This took 
place in Leipsic. 

Count Badeni, Governor of Galicia, has visited Kolomea for the first time since 
he has held Office. He only inspected two educational institutions, the Imperial 
and Royal Gymnasium, and the Jewish School maintained by the I[sraclitish 
Alliance in Vienna. 

About six hundred Jewish families have been made homeless and destitute by 
a fire at Neu-Sandecz. 

The Jewish Cemetery at Zwitta, in Moravia, haa been the scene of a crosa act of 
yandaliem. The buildings and walls were seriously damage], and a number of 
tombstones were removed from the graves and thrown anout the ground, 

In the same week that the Prussian House of Lords voted for the exclasion of 
Jews from the higher educational institutions, writes Dr. Kayserling in the 1 lg. 
Jetway dex Judenthums, the Hungarian Academy ot Sciences elected two Jews in:o 
its body, Bernbard Munkacsy, a young Jiungarian, and Professor Leopold 
Kronecker, the renowned mathematician of Berlin. After the Royal Society in 
London, which many years ago elected Jews as Fellows, the Hungarisn Academy 
was the first among European learned bodies, that in the election of members dis- 
regarded the religion practised by the candidates. There are six other Jewish 
members of the Academy in Buda Pesth, among them being the orientalist Ignaz 
Goldziher, and the historian of literature, Joseph Banoczy. 


GERMANY. 


On Monday week Privy Sanitary Councillor, Dr. Samuel, Kristeller, of Berlin 
ceebrated his 70th birthday. Among the bedies that sent their congratalations 
were the Berlin Medical Arsociation, of which Dr. Kristeller was a founder, and the 
Federation of Jewish congregations in Germany, of which he is Prisident. In the 
name Of the Federation (known in Germany as the Gemeindebund) Professor 
Latarus handed to the septuagenarian the diploma of an honorary member and a 
formal announcement of the creation of a Kristeller Foundation for the promotion 

of tandicrafts among Jews, 

Undaunted by the collapse of former Anti-Jewish Journals, Herr Pickenbach, 
the Anti-Semitic Member of the German Parliament, is collecting money in order to 
‘art another such paper in Berlin. The Conservatives in Saxony have adopted 
anti-Semitism into their programme, 

Dr. Bernstein, Professor of Medicine, the ricently elected Rector Mavnificus of 
Halle University, isa son of the late Herr Aron Bernstein, who was a founder of 
the Reform Community in Berlin, author of *‘ Mendel Gibbor”™ and “ Vézele der 
Maggie,” and for many years editor of the Berliner Volkszeitung. 

Professor Emil Breslau, Director of the Choirof the Berlin Reform Community 
and of the Conservatorium of Music in that city, has been knighted by the Prince 
Regent of Brunswick, 


INDIA. 


On Monday, the Sth May, the members of the Beni Israel Balottjak Sabba 
(“ociety for encouragement and training of young Beni Israelites) in Bombay held 
4meeting to present an address of congratulation to Mr. Joseph Ezekiel, Head- 
master of the David Sassoon Benevolent Institution, and Fellow of the University 
of Bombay,on the occasion of his appointment as a Justice of the Peace. There 
was a large and influentiel gathering of the Beni Isracl community, together with a 
few native and European gestlemen. Mr. J. H. Lord, whio takes an artive interest 
in the Society, occupied the Chair. The religious fervour animating the Beni Israel 
Was Manifested by the fact that the proce:dings opened with the recital of Psalm 
‘xiv. by Mr. Gershon Moses. The address was read by Mr. Isaac Shalom, and con- 
tained the following passages : “ You are the only memier of our Beni Israel com - 
munity that has distinguished himself by his learning and worth.

By selecting you for these appointments Government 
has rewarded merit, These distinctions that have thus been bestowed upon you are 
hot onlya canse of honour to yourself, but also to the Beni Israelites. You have 
endeared yourself to the Beni Israel community by publishing different religions, 
moral, historical and educational works, and delivering lectures for the benefit of 
eur community, by your exertions to promote the study of the holy language, and 
by the humility of your disposition and good wishes towards the rich aud poor 
ake.” The Chairman expressed his gratification at being called upon to preside on 
such & happy occasion, and said that the first Beni Israel about whom he heard was 
t. Ezekiel, whose learning rendered him an ornament to his people. Mr, Ezekiel, 
who was loudly cheered, in reply thanked the members of the society and the other 
gentlemen present for the address, and the cordial manner in which they expressed 
their congratulations. He further said tnat his publications, his lectures, his soli- 
citude in promoting the study of the holy language, were rather his duty than a 
4vour to anyone ; and the pecuniary loss that ne suffered by his publications was 
amply repaid by their appreciation of his works.

MOROCCO, 


The Sultan has gi sande the Jews 
given another proof of his friendly attitude towards the Jews. 
Tle has ordered the Governor of the City of Morocco to build up the walls of the 


yorgeousness and revelry which characterise Jewish weddings, What is regarded 
by the /:mes of Morocco a8 a sensible innovation was introduced the other day at 
a wedding in Tangier, when Senor Moses Laredo and Dona Bengio were marritd 
quictly, in Enropean style, at the Synagozue of the Rev. Moses Bengio. 

The Times of Morocco says: “When the news of the fe.riul flood which devas- 
tated the small town of Sefroo a fortnight ago reached Tangier—being first put- 
lished in these columns—no time was lost by the Jewish commanity here ia 
expressing its sympathy with’the sufferers in the same way ss their brethren in Fez, 
for which their race is noted. A enbscription has been op’nea in Tangier for the 
relief of the suffereis, and the Alliance Israélite of Paris has beea appeals d to on 
their behalf. From later reporta it seems that the Jewish quarter of the town, 
which is situated low, suffered by far the worst, only some-20 Moors perishing 
though the number of Jews was several times greater. The flood rose inthe night, 
and soon filled the houses and shops, carrying away goods and people. Itis reported 
that no less than twenty-eight corpses were recovered from one house, which will 
be easily understood by those who know the fearful overcrowding which exists, 
among the Jews of this country. The misery and suffering causel by the catastrophe 
must have been fearful. Tne commanity at Fez has ieaaed appeals to their brethren 
all over the country to assist the survivors, and we doubt not that an abandant 
‘response will be made.” 


PALESTINE. 


A solemi memorial service for the late Mes. H. Guedalla has been held at 
Jerusalem, inthe Yeshiba Beth Gedaliah. Appropriate prayers were offered up, 
anda sped was delivered by the Chief Rabbi Elyashar, head of the Yeshiva, who 
extolled the virtues of the departed lady, and prayed for the repose of her soul and 
the welfare of her husband, who has don® #0 muca for the atady of ths Holy Law, 
A Hebrew dirge, specially compose], was also chant d. 

RUSSIA. 

The Vienna correspondent of the: Dai/y News telegraphs: A telegram from St. 
Petersburg states that the Department of tne Interior had preparei a law against 
the Jews which was to place restrictiona upon their commerce. A Jewish quarter 
was to be established in St, Peteraburz, Moscow, and hieff, and other mrasures 
were contemplated against them. The measnre was to have been brought before 
the Imperial Council this week, but the Minister of the Interior suddenly an- 
nounced that the date hal been postponed. Creat objections were mate tu the 
introiuction of the law, and there were bat few membera of the Council who 
favoured it. It is reported that the Czur him-elf postponed the reading of the Bill 
but that it is not quite given up. 

UNITED STATES. 

The ocenpation of church pulpits by Jewish ministers is becoming rather 
frequent. We report in another columa the delivery of a lecture by a Jewish 
clergyman ina Unitarian Churoh in Sioux City, lowa. On May llth the Rabbi of 
Mt. Vernon., Ind., Dr, Farber, oceupied the Methodist Episcopal Palpit, and 
preached to a large congregation. A local note in the American /srac/ity says that 
the Rabbi “was congratulated on his magnificent effort—even by the very pillars 
of the church.”

The President reat a paper entitled “The Tale of Joseph Aseneth.” He 
explained that the paper was the outcome of a question put to him at the last 
meeting as to the marriage of Joseph with the daughter of an idolatrous priest. 
He had investigated the matter and found that the same difficulty had presented 
itself in the earlie-t days of Christianity, when it was solved in the form of a novel. 
It was doubtful whether it was written by a Jew ora Christian, but he thought it 
was written by a Christian. There were different versions of the romance. The 
Greek title was * The Life and Confession of Azeneth, the Danghter of Pentephres 
a narrative of how the all-beautiful Joseph took her to wife.” There were versions 
in Greek, Latin, Syrian, and Armenian. The etory related how the beautiful 
Agseneth, who was sought in marriave by the firat-born son of Pharaoh. spurned the 
proposal of her father that she should marry Joseph. It went on to describe how 
she came to repent of the scornful manner in which she hai spoken of Joseph, and 
how, after throwing her Egyptian gods out of the window, she wept for seven days, 
at the end of which time she had 4 vision from heaven whieh revealed to her that 
she was destined to be Joseph's bride. After the vision Joseph came to Aseneth. 
who told him of what had happened, and on the morrow Joseph asked her in mar- 
riage of Pharach, who granted his request. ;
